In the fall of 1952, San Francisco T-3, of known reliability,., 
advised that he was acquainted with CABANILIA for over ten years, and 
stated that when CABANIIIA was President of the Food, Tobacco, Agricul- 
tural and Allied Workers of America (FIA), CIO, Local Kb. 7, in about 
1947, this union was completely "saturated" with Communists, and that 

CABANILIA was very close to these Communists.

In 1947, or”l948 : , according to T-3, CABANIIIA hired an indivi¬ 
dual named CARlCSteULCBAN, who was described by T-3 as a pro-Communist 
writer, to do some publicity work for Local Kb. 7 during a strike. T-3 
stated that he did not know the degree of friendship between BUIQ5AN 
and CABANIIIA. 

In the spring of 1953» T-3 was recontacted, at which time he 
stated that in the past he believed CABANIIIA was ■ pro-Communist because 
of his association with Communists in FTA Local 7, but that he later 
believed that CABANILIA was not aware of the Communist infiltration of 
that union (Local No, 7) and that he had heard that CABANILIA spoke 
against Communism^ 

In January, 1953, San Francisco T»4, of unknown reliability,

Street, Sacramento, California, advised that he first became acquainted 
with CABAHEIIA around April, 1948 in connection with a real estate 
transaction and that He had occasion to contact CABANELTA on several 
occasions, at which time they had lengthy discussions* Mr* DIXON 
stated that it was on these occasions that he received the impression 
that GABANILIA was a Communist, DIXON stated that he could .not recall 
specific remarks made by CABANEILA which caused him to believe that 
CABANEILA was a Communist, but he recalled that the remarks were either 
sympathetic to the ’cause of Communism or remarks which would cause him 
to believe that GABANILIA was actually a member of the CP, He stated 
that.

.with GABANILIA around 1946, knowing him as a member of the Filipino 
Colony in the Sacramento area, and that CABANIHA acted as a subscript ; 
'tion-agent for the "Bataan News," which newspaper - is operated by IN3IGNE, 
for a short period; IKSIGNE-stated that in March, 1949, during a 
strike among the asparagus workers in the Stockton area, he became 
better acquainted with CABANILIA, who was at that, time President of 
Local 7, FTA, and was one of the chief instigators of the strike, 

IN5IGNE stated that he openly opposed this strike in his newspaper, 
"Bataan News," because he felt that it was directed by the CP and that * 
the demands made by the strike, leaders were unreasonable and .unjustified, 
and that he openly stated in his column that he was fighting the 
Communist infiltration among the Filipino workers in the Stockton 
area 0 


IJEIGNU advised that he had no direct knowledge that RAY 
CABANEIIA was a member of the CP at the time of that strike. However, 
during many contacts with CABANIHA during the strike, I1BIGNS stated 
that CABANILIA indicated to him that the Filipino workers should hate 
America, hate the white man and should be in sympathy with the Hukbalahap 
in the Philippine Islands, IN5IGNE advised that he could not recall 
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CABANIIIA’s exact words, but he said it did not leave anjr question 
in his mind but that CABANILLA was at least in full sympathy with what 
IiSIGNE believed to be the aims and purposes of the CP in connection 
with the aforementioned strike. 

IISIGNE stated that he had no direct knowledge that the CP 
was the actual instigator of the above mentioned strike, but he gained 
this impression that it was because of the statements made .and the 
tactics used by the strike leaders. 

San Francisco T-5, of unknown reliability, who is a personal 
acquaintance of the,subject advised that he was well acquainted with 
the subject during 1951 and 1952. T-5 stated that on numerous occasions 
he engaged in debates with CABANILIA on the subject of capitalism versus 
Communism and that during these arguments CABANILIA became, very heated 
in his opinion of Communism. During one discussion, T-5 related that 
GABAMCLIA became'very angry and stated, "What the do you know 

about Communism? I have been in Russia during the war." T-5 was 
unable to furnish any clarifying information concerning this statement 
other than to say that the subject was just boasting and that the state¬ 
ment was not factual. 

According to T-5, CABANIIIA would approach the subject of 
Communism to persons that he had met and should the person criticize 
Communism- or Russia, CABANIIIA would become angry. * T-5 further advised 
that CABANIIIA often pointed out what he, CABANILIA', considered to be 
the advantages of the ’’worker” in Russia and praised the Russian 
economic system.. 

II CALIFORNIA LABOR SCHOOL 

The California labor School (CIS) has been cited by the 
Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 

T-5 furnished Information that in the fall of 1951, the 
subject invited him to attend a meeting at the CIS in San Francisco 
and that CABANIIIA appeared to be well known by other individuals in 
I attendance at the. CIS, and- that the subject introduced him to H0LIAND__ 

'l IP X ROBERTS , the D irector of the CIS. T-5 was unable to furnish any further 
,—■—^information regarding CAMNILIA’s connection at the CIS. 

III "DAl'iZ IEOHS’S BORED’ 

The ’’Daily People’s World"* is a West Coast Communist news¬ 
paper. 
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San Francisco T-6, - of known reliability, has furnished 
information that the subject was a subscriber to the w Daily People*s 
World” in 1951. 

San Francisco T-7, of known reliability, furnished information 
reflecting that-the subject was a subscriber to the “Daily People*s 
World” in 1952. 

In the spring of 1953 > San Francisco T-8, of unknown relia¬ 
bility, furnished information that he knew CABAl'JIIIA to be a subscriber 
to the “Daily People * s World” newspaper, and claimed that CABANILIA 
had'praised the contents of the "People*s World” and had attempted to 
get T-8 to read the ”People*s World” himself* T-8 said that GABAKEIJ.A 
also requested T-8 to listen to the subject read articles that the 
subject selected from the “Daily People’s World.” 
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In regard to AMADO HERNANDEZ, mentioned above, San Francisco 
T-ll, another government agency which conducts intelligence and security 
investigations, advised that an informant who they consider reliable 
has advised that AMADO HERNANDEZ was the leader of the now'defunct 
Communist dominated Congress of labor Organizations, a labor group 
of major importance in the Philippine Islands* 


V- . INTERVIEW OF SUBJECT 



It is noted that on October S,. 1953, CABANILIA voluntarily 
appeared at the San Francisco * Office and advised that his employment 
with the Department of Health, Education and Welfare was to be termi¬ 
nated effective October 9, 1953 because he was advised he was a poor 
security risk and that his loyalty to the United States was questioned. 
At this time, CABANILIA claimed that such accusations are unjust and 
obviously the results of untruthful statements made by his enemies. He 
declared, "I am not a member of the Communist Barty,- nor dp I believe 
in the Communist idea,” CABANILIA also stated that ’/Anything I can 
do to help fight Communism I want to do,”

CABANILIA stated that during the depression (early 1930 *s) 
•he recalled attending several ’’mass meetings,” which he believes were 
sponsored by the CP and that the purpose of these meetings was to 
organize a ’’hunger march to Washington” by large groups of unemployed 
and destitute individuals, CABANIIIA stated that his attendance at 
these mass meetings were purely out of curiosity and that, he never was 
a member of the CP,

CABANIEIA stated that in the late 1930*3 he worked in canner¬ 
ies in the Seattle area, and consequently became affiliated with the 
Cannery Workers Union, namely. Local Ko 0 CIO, and later was employed 
in labor union work with the Food, Tobacco, 'Agricultural and Allied 
Workers, of America (FTA), CIO. 

CABANILIA stated that in the late 1930’s and early 1940’s 
his knowledge of Communism was very limited and that he knows a great 
deal more about Communism at the present time. He said that he now 
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recalls that through his employment with the above unions he worked \ 

in close association with individuals that he now believes were members 
of the CP when he was connected with his union work in Seattle. CABANULA 
stated that he recalls attending many meetings in Seattle regarding > 
union matters, but that he did not recall attending any CP meetings 
and denied ever joining the‘CP.

VE NTURA, and NICKMANZANO who were also members of Local No. 7> CIO;

CABANILLA stated that due to his position in these unions 
he openly argued in favor of improvement of conditions for fellow 
workers and has always argued in favor of labor in general; -however, 
he denied ever v being in favor of Communism. 

. In regard to subscribing to the "Daily People's World," 

CABANILLA adyised that during a strike in Stockton, California- in 
1948, he met STEVE MURDOCK, a writer for the "Daily People's World" 
who solicited him to subscribe to the "Daily People's World," which 
he did and received this newspaper for approximately one year. CABANILLA 
stated that he never renewed his subscription to the "Daily People's 
World;" however, several years later, about 1952, he started receiving 
the "Daily People's World,"' which was mailed to his home at 1603 
Laguna Street, San Francisco. CABANILLA stated that he did not 
subscribe to this paper in 1952 and believed that complimentary copies 
were sent to him because of his former connection in the labor unions. 

CABANILLA denied ever praising any particular article in 
the "Daily People's World," although he stated that he-may have 
praised certain articles that spoke favorably of his particular labor 
union or of labor in general. f . 

CABANILLA stated that he does not pos"sessany books on the 
subject of Communism, In the past, PABLOwALDEZ, an acquaintance, has 
visited his heme and left books of a Communist nature .for CABAN ILIA 
to read. CABANILLA was unable to recall the- titles of these books.

It is noted that San Francisco, 
advised in the spring of 1948 that STEVE) 
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was a member of the North Beach Section of the CP at San Francisco. 

San Francisco T-l4, of known reliability, has furnished 
information that PABLO VALDEZ, mentioned above, was a member of the 
CP in San Francisco and Stockton, California in 1948. 

•- CABANILLA denied that‘.he has ever defended Communism or 
the Soviet Union. He stated that he has always upheld arguments in 
favor of good working conditions and. better pay for the laboring class 
but that he did npt mean his arguments in favor of labor to be inter¬ 
preted to mean that he advocates Communism • 

CABANILLA stated that he favored the Huk movement in the 
Philippine Islands during World War II, inasmuch as the sole purpose 
of the Huks at that time was to offer resistence of the Japanese 
occupational forces. CABANILLA stated that he does not sympathize 
with the present Huto regime under the leadership of LOUIS TARUC, 
inasmuch as he considers- TARUC to be a Communist. CABANILLA advised 
that he believes the .followers of TARUC, however, to be simple 
peasants, who are equivalent to the sharecroppers in the United States, 
and that the great majority of them probably do, not understand any¬ 
thing about the principles of Communism. 

In connection with the California Labor School, CABANILLA 
stated that through the insistence of STEVE MURDOCK, whan he knew 
through his affiliation with the FTA, CIO, he joined the California 
Labor School in order to receive a more advanced education concerning 
v labor problems. CABANILLA stated that he joined the California Labor 
School in October or. November, 1951 after being introduced to HOLLAND ■'« 
ROBERTS, the Director- of the California Labor School, by STEVE MURDOCK. 
CABANI L1 A stated that he attended several classes at the California 
Labor School, which included a lecture on the "Soviets" by MAUDE 
RUSSELL. CABANILLA advised that he attended this school for approxi¬ 
mately six weeks and gradually slackened his attendance due to lack 
of interest. 


It is noted that the "Daily Worker," of November 19, 1948/ 
an East Coast Communist newspaper, page 11, column 3, describes MAUDE 
RUSSELL, mentioned above, as the Executive Director of the Committee 
for a Democratic Far Eastern Policy. . (The Committee for a Democratic 
Far Eastern Policy is an organization listed by the Attorney General 
of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 10450.) 
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CABAN3LIA stated that he was acquainted with an individual 
named CARLOS BULOSAN through mutual employment with the FIA> CIO, and 
that in 1950, during a union convention at Long Beach, California, 
BULOSAN had confided in CABANILLA that he (BULOSAN) was regarded as 
"No« 1 man" among the members of the Filipino race in the United 
States that was in the CP, and that he corresponded with LOUIS TARUC, 
the leader of the Huk6 in the Philippines, who had informed BpLOSAN 
that a Communist revolution would take place in the Philippine Islands 
within a couple of years. CABANULA stated that BULOSAN wanted him 
to go to the Philippine Islands in the summer of, 1951. as a represen¬ 
tative of the Filipino working class in the United States to assist 
in the anticipated Philippine Communist revolution, and that BULOSAN 
told him that he would arrange for him to be picked up by a Russian 
submarine and transported to the Philippine Islands. CABANULA 
stated that BULOSAN desired CABANULA to join the CP and that at 
the time he joined, the party he would be picked up by a Russian sub¬ 
marine and taken to 'the Philippine Islands. However, CABANILLA 
stated that he refused to join the CP, and consequently BULOSAN's 
plans for sending him to the Philippine Islands did not materialize. 

CABANULA stated that during a conversation with BULOSAN, 
the latter .had told him that communication is maintained between 
Moscow and the Huks in the Philippines through secret writing in books 
and magazines and that these messages were sent by means of merchant 
seamen. CABANILLA stated that he had no additional information to 
substantiate this statement, and his source of this information was 
CARLOS BULOSAN. 

CABANILLA stated that during the period he and BULOSAN 
were at the above mentioned convention in Long Beach, California, 
BULOSAN took him to visit an individual named DOROTHIiBABB, who, at 
that time, resided at 4982^ Melrose Avenue, Los Angeles, and thkt 
BULOSAN described DOROTHY BABB as the person who had educated him 
in the principles of Communism. 
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Concerning DOROTHY BABB, San Francisco T-12, of known 
reliability, has furnished information that BAB3 had been a member 
of the CP in Los Angeles from 1938 to 19^5- 

CABANILLA stated that after the convention, BULOSAN told 
him to address his correspondence to BULOSAN as follows: D. PATON, 

P.O. Box 6055, Metro Station, Los Angeles.

CABANILLA stated that he (CABAN3LLA) made a trip to the 
Philippine Islands in April, 1953 and that the sole purpose of 
this trip was to visit his mother. He said that this trip was in 
no way connected with the above mentioned proposal by CARLOS BULOSAN. 

In regard to AMADO HERNANDEZ^ CABANILLA stated that he 
met AMADO HERNANDEZ when HERNANDEZ visited California in 1948. 

CABANILLA stated that he believes that this meeting was arranged 
through labor leaders, and the. purpose of their meeting was to 
discuss labor problems in the Philippine Islands and in the United 
States. CABANILLA stated that he occasionally corresponded with 
HERNANDEZ after this meeting and that the nature of their correspondence * 
dealt entirely with labor problems in general and had no connection 
with Communist activities. 

CABANILLA advised during this interview that he has never 
been to Russia and that he has never been employed by the Government 
of the Philippine Islands in any capacity.
